ANNAPOLIS, Mp., July 20th, 1898. 
Dear Sir:— 

The undersigned, a committee, on behalf of the City of An- 
uepolis to recommend a site for the memorial to the crew of the 
ill-fated ship Maine, respectfully recommend that the memorial 
be located at the Naval Academy, at Annapolis, and that the 
same shall be in the nature of a Memorial Chapel, to be construct- 
ed under the supervision of the Architect of the Navy Department 
having charge of the reconstruction of the Naval Academy, 


The Chapel at the Naval Academy is used as a place for 
memorials for heroes of the Navy, and its walls are now décorat- 
ed with memorial tablets. It, therefore, appears that there could 
be no more fitting memorial than a new and suitable building for 
this purpose to be erected within the grounds of, and in conform- 
ity with the plars of the nyw Naval Academy. ‘The Chapel to 
be a memorial to the victims of the Maine and within its walls a 
place where friends may place individual tablets to the memory 
of those lost on the Maine, as well as for those who have so glori- 
ously avenged their fate. A memorial of this character here 
would be seen by people from all over the world and be an inspi- 
ration to those being educated for the Naval Service.

through athousand miles of scattered mining settlements in the 
wilderness."

The giving up of my work in Alaska is a Sreat disappointment». - 
When my wife and I came here almost three years ago,.we had “éxpéct- 
ed tO mike Alaska our field of labor so long as We weré able to 
work for the Master, but man proposes and God disposes. I some- 
times wonder what His allwise purpOse has been in the afflictions 
which have come to me here first in the death of our little ‘son and 
then in the taking of the wife who Was apparently so much needed 
both in the home and the church. God only knows and to His wis-= 
dom and love I bow, 

Aside from these great sorrows my life in Alaska has been 
heppy. I have thoroughly enjoyed the work and the progress which 
we have made. I would have loved to have been permitted to remain 
longer, for the work of the past three years has been largely foun=-" 
dation work, It would have been a privilege to have seen a little 
of the superstructure but my duty to my children makes it’ necessa= 
ry that I should return to the states. I feel that I should be 
with them and take the place so far as I gam able of the mother-who-- 
is gone. The grandmother who has them in charge is not in good 
health and the burden is too much for her. Besides I feel that 
it is my duty to be in the parent's place at home. 

In addition t6 this I feel that the minister. in charge of 
this work should be a married man. I find that I am ata disadvan- 
tage here since my wife died. e 

I think best therefore that I should take a field in the 
states where I can have the children with me which is impossible 
here. 

I’write to you and to Dr. Thompson thus early in order that © 
& man may be found to take this field immediately upon my going. 
This is imperative to the welfare of this work. Other Churches 
are coming in - A Congregational man has been here since early) fall'rs- 
He has organized a church at Douglas and proposes Organizing here - 
I objected on comity grounds and we finally appealed the matter 
to our respective boards for decision. They decided. that. there 
should be no Congregational Church at present, but the minister 
here is not satisfied with the decision and while obeying thie agree 
ment in letter is not doing so in spirit, holding services weekly ©”

charge, Mr. Wirt, is representing both the HomeeMissionary and’

makes strenuous efforts to please. Like the Episcopalian Clergyman 
of the story he preaches wkthinx neither polities nor religion, and 
especially the latter. JI do not think he can build a permanent 
work on the foundation he has adé@pted but just now he is very popu- 
lary din thet own, 

The Methodists have just placed a man in the field, a Mie, Lar- 
sen. He seems tO be an excellent man and has brought a family with 
him of talented children, musically inclined. He has preacher, 
choir’ and audience all in his own family. With these two denomina- 
tions in the field and bidding for support together with the Epis- 
cOpalians it would not do under any circumstances to leave’ our 
Church unoccupied. 

I shall be able to leave the field in very good condition for 
the new man. One purpose I had in returning after taking the chil- 
dren to their grandmother was to complete the enterprise Of build- 
ing which we had planned. We now have a beautiful and convenient 
little church almost ready for dedication and on the same lot with 
it a cOmmodious manse which will be completed in the spring and 
whieh will be as comfortable a house as there is in the tow. The 
church has been fully organized with elder and board of trustees; 
there is a flourishing Sunday school, Endeavor Society, and Ladies 
Aid Society, all in good working order. In other words the work is 
now on a good firm basis and there is a grand Opportunity here for 
the right man. aed: 

But, Dr. Jackson, he mim be the right man. He must have tal- 
ent for some of the most wxestikenk talented men Of the west have 
found their way to Alaska and to Juneau. You know the character 
of the men who came in on the second Were menxwken into a new county 
They are kngwmzs keen,witted, energetic, and very many of them high 
ly educated and a man tO make a success here must have more than 
the average ability as a preacher and scholar. And he must have 
tact. He might get along with medium ability but he will absolute- 
ly fail without this latter qualification, for there are constant 
demands upon a man's diplomacy. 

And too he must be able to decide his course without the ad- 
vice of brethren since he is separated from his fellow presbyters 
and sO must be wise. 

You know all this far better than I do, but I feel like reite- 
rating it because I am firmly convinced that our work in Alaska has 
suffered by the mismanagement of incompetent men. And we can not 
afford to make any mistakes here at Juneau, at this time, or we wil 
lose tO others what has been gained. 

I would suggest that if possible a man be found who has had 
experience in city mission work. This field is rapidly becoming of 
that character. It is a town in size but a city in so far asits 
citizens and habits of life are cOncerned and will become more and 
more sO in the future.
